LICENSES  AND  STAMPS 

Hunters  and  trappers  must  have  a current,  valid  license  in 
their  possession  at  all  times  when  afield.  Hunters  1 6 years  of 
age  and  older  need  a Federal  and  State  Migratory  Waterfowl 
Hunting  Stamp  in  possession  before  hunting  migratory  water- 
fowl.  Illinois  residents  exempt  from  the  purchase  of  a hunting 
license  or  State  Migratory  Waterfowl  Stamp  include: 

• Persons  65  years  or  older,  physically  disabled,  or  on  leave 
from  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  (entering  the  military  from  Illi- 
nois); or 

• An  owner  or  tenant  and  their  immediate  family  who  reside 
and  hunt  on  their  land. 

To  purchase  a hunting  license  a person  under  16  needs  (a) 
the  written  consent  of  a parent  or  guardian,  plus  a hunter 
safety  certificate,  or  (b)  proof  of  a previous  hunting  license. 


Annual  fees  are  (including  agent's  fees): 

Resident  hunting  license $ 7.50 

Non-resident  hunting  license Reciprocal 

(minimum  is  $ 1 5.75) 

Resident  trapping  license $10.50 

State  Migratory  Stamp $ 5.50 

Federal  Migratory  Stamp 

(Available  at  U.S.  Post  Offices) $ 7.50 

Sportmen's  License 

(Combined  Hunting  and  Fishing  License) $11.75 


All  licenses  are  valid  from  April  1 to  March  3 1 of  each  year. 

CLOTHING 

All  hunters  and  trappers,  except  those  hunting  migratory 
waterfowl,  afield  in  counties  open  to  firearm  hunting  during 
the  firearm  deer  season  are  required  to  wear  a cap  and  upper 
outer  garment  of  blaze  orange  (at  least  400  square  inches). 

DEER  (ARCHERY) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  All  counties  are  open  to  archery 
hunting;  see  dates  on  page  1 for  exceptions. 

DEER  (SHOTGUN  OR 

.45  CALIBER  OR  LARGER  MUZZLE  LOADING  RIFLE) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  Counties  closed  to  firearm  deer 
hunting  are  Lake,  Kane,  Cook  and  DuPage. 


TURKEY 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  Season  dates  and  counties  will  be 
‘•announced  in  the  spring. 

[TRAPPING 

' Green  hides  must  be  disposed  of  within  1 0 days  after  season 
closes.  All  traps  must  be  tagged  with  the  trapper's  name  and 
address. 

Beaver  trapping  season  is  open  in  all  counties  except  Cook. 
Those  portions  of  Jo  Daviess,  Carroll,  Whiteside,  and  Rock 
Island  counties  lying  west  of  Illinois  Rt.  84  and  U.S.  Rt.  20, 
from  Interstate  80  north  to  the  Wisconsin  line  will  be  open  to 
the  trapping  of  beaver  only  from  November  1 5 to  December 
1 29,  1 980,  inclusive. 


-POINT  SYSTEM 

Canvasbacks  may  not  be  hunted  on  the  Mississippi  River  or  in 
fits  backwaters  from  Alton  to  the  Wisconsin  boundary.  Bag 
[limits  on  ducks  are  established  by  the  Point  System.  Point 
values  are:

The  daily  bag  limit  is  reached  when  the  point  value  equals  or 
sxceeds  1 00  points.

jGOOSE  LIMITS 

The  daily  bag  limit  of  geese  is  five  per  day,  which  may  not  in- 
clude more  than  two  Canada  geese  or  their  subspecies,  and 
two  white  fronted  geese.  The  possession  limit  is  ten,  which 
may  not  include  more  than  four  Canada  geese  or  subspecies, 
and  four  white  fronted  geese. 

^Canada  geese,  or  any  white  cheeked  geese,  may  not  be  taken 
at  any  time  in  Knox  County  or  in  the  following  townships: 


Fulton  County  — Buckheart,  Canton,  Cass,  Deerfield,  Fair- 
view,  Farmington,  Joshua,  Orion,  Putnam  and  that  portion  of 
Banner  Township  bounded  on  the  north  by  III.  Rt.  9 and  on 
the  east  by  U.S.  24. 

Henry  County  — Alba,  Annawan,  Atkinson,  Cornwall. 

Edgar  County  — Paris. 

Hunting  migratory  waterfowl  from  a camouflaged,  unan- 
chored motorized  boat  is  prohibited.  Migratory  waterfowl  and 
birds  may  be  taken  only  when  they  are  flying,  unless  they  are 
crippled. 

Migratory  game  birds  delivered  for  processing,  shipment  or 
storage  must  bear  a tag  signed  by  the  hunter,  including  his 
address,  number  and  species  of  birds  and  date  of  kill.  Package 
for  shipping  birds  also  must  contain  this  information  on  the 
outside.  The  head,  or  one  fully  feathered  wing,  should  remain 
attached  to  migratory  birds  in  transit,  with  the  exception  of 
doves,  which  require  a fully  feathered  wing  attached  only 
when  transported  outside  the  continental  limits  of  the  U.S. 
Possession  of  migratory  game  birds,  except  geese,  is  relin- 
quished when  a hunter  gives,  or  transports,  the  birds  to 
another  person.  Geese  may  not  be  transported  except  as  the 
personal  baggage  of  the  hunter  taking  the  birds. 

PROTECTED 

Eagles,  hawks,  owls,  sharp-tailed  grouse,  ruffed  grouse, 
prairie  chicken,  bobcat,  badger,  otter  and  songbirds. 

PUBLIC  HUNTING  AREAS 

Hunting  opportunities  are  provided  at  more  than  80  public 
hunting  areas  managed  by  the  Conservation  Department. 
Regulations  on  public  hunting  areas  may  differ  from 
statewide  regulations.  For  detailed,  specific  information  con- 
tact the  local  Conservation  Law  Enforcement  Office  or  any 
Conservation  office.

SUMMARY  OF  FEDERAL  REGULATIONS 


n addition  to  State  regulations,  the  following  Federal  rules 
apply  to  the  taking,  possessing,  shipping,  transporting,  and 
storing  of  migratory  game  birds.  NOTICE  — The  material 
aelow  is  only  a summary.  Each  hunter  should  also  consult  the 
zederal  Regulations,  which  may  be  found  in  Title  50,  Code  of 
-ederal  Regulations,  Part  20. 

RESTRICTION 

\lo  person  shall  take  migratory  game  birds: 

• With  a trap,  snare,  net,  crossbow,  rifle,  pistol,  swivel  gun, 
shotgun  larger  than  10-gauge,  punt  gun,  battery  gun, 
machine  gun,  fishhook,  poison,  drug,  explosive,  or  stupe- 
fying substance. 

• With  a shotgun  capable  of  holding  more  than  three  shells, 
unless  it  is  plugged  with  a one-piece  filler  which  is  in- 
i' capable  of  removal  without  disassembling  the  gun. 

» From  a sink  box  (a  low  floating  device,  having  a depres- 
sion affording  the  hunter  a means  of  concealment  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  water). 

• From  or  with  the  aid  or  use  of  a car  or  other  motor-driven 
land  conveyance,  or  any  aircraft,  except  that  paraplegics 
and  single  or  double  amputees  of  the  legs  may  take  from 
any  stationary  motor  vehicle  or  stationary  motor  driven 
land  conveyance.  "Paraplegic"  means  an  individual  af- 
flicted with  paralysis  of  the  lower  half  of  the  body  with  in- 
volvement of  both  legs,  usually  due  to  disease  of  or  injury 
to  the  spinal  cord. 

• From  or  by  means  of  any  motor  boat  or  sail  boat  unless  the 
motor  has  been  completely  shut  off  and/or  the  sail  furled, 
and  its  progress  therefrom  has  ceased. 

• By  the  use  or  aid  of  live  decoys.  All  live,  tame  or  captive 
ducks  and  geese  shall  be  removed  for  a period  of  1 0 con- 

l secutive  days  prior  to  hunting,  and  confined  within  an 
enclosure  which  substantially  reduces  the  audibility  of 
their  calls  and  totally  conceals  such  tame  birds  from  the 
sight  of  migratory  waterfowl. 


• Using  records  or  tapes  of  migratory  bird  calls  or  sounds,  or 
electrically  amplified  imitations  of  bird  calls. 

• By  driving,  rallying,  or  chasing  birds  with  any  motorized 
conveyance  or  any  sail  boat  to  put  them  in  the  range  of  the 
hunters. 

• By  the  aid  of  baiting  (placing  feed  such  as  corn,  wheat, 
salt,  or  other  feed  to  constitute  a lure  or  enticement),  or 
on  or  over  any  baited  area.  Hunters  should  be  aware  that  a 
baited  area  is  considered  to  be  baited  for  1 0 days  after  the 
removal  of  the  bait,  and  it  is  not  necessary  for  the  hunter 
to  know  an  area  is  baited  to  be  in  violation. 

CLOSED  SEASON 

No  person  shall  take  migratory  game  birds  during  the  closed 
season. 

SHOOTING  OR  HAWKING  HOURS 

No  person  shall  take  migratory  game  birds  except  during  the 
hours  open  to  shooting  and  hawking  as  prescribed. 

DAILY  BAG  LIMIT 

No  person  shall  take  in  any  one  day  more  than  one  daily  bag 
limit. 

FIELD  POSSESSION  LIMIT 

No  person  shall  possess  more  than  one  daily  bag  limit  while  in 
the  field  or  while  returning  from  the  field  to  one's  car,  hunting 
camp,  home,  etc. 

WANTON  WASTE 

All  migratory  game  birds  killed  or  crippled  shall  be  retrieved,  if 
possible,  and  retained  in  the  custody  of  the  hunter  in  the  field. 

TAGGING 

No  person  shall  give,  put  or  leave  any  migratory  game  birds  at 
any  place  or  in  the  custody  of  another  person  unless  the  birds 
are  tagged  by  the  hunter  with  the  following  information: 

1.  The  hunter's  signature. 

2.  The  hunter's  address. 

3.  The  total  number  of  birds  involved,  by  species. 


4.  The  dates  such  birds  were  killed. 

No  person  or  business  shall  receive  or  have  in  custody  any 
migratory  game  birds  belonging  to  another  person  unless 
such  birds  are  properly  tagged. 

SHIPMENT 

No  person  shall  ship  migratory  game  birds  unless  the  package 
is  marked  on  the  outside  with:  (a)  the  name  and  address  of 
the  person  sending  the  birds,  (b)  the  name  and  address  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  birds  are  being  sent,  and  (c)  the  number 
of  birds,  by  species,  contained  in  the  package. 

IMPORTATION 

For  information  regarding  the  importation  of  migratory  birds 
killed  in  another  country,  hunters  should  consult  50CFR 
20.61  through  20.66.  One  fully-feathered  wing  must  remain 
attached  to  all  migratory  game  birds  being  transported  be- 
tween a port  of  entry  and  one's  home  or  to  a migratory  bird 
preservation  facility.  No  person  shall  import  migratory  game 
birds  killed  in  any  foreign  country,  except  Canada,  unless 
such  birds  are  dressed  (except  as  required  above),  drawn, 
and  the  head  and  feet  are  removed.  No  person  shall  import 
migratory  game  birds  belonging  to  another  person. 

DUAL  VIOLATION 

Violation  of  State  migratory  bird  regulations  is  also  a violation 
of  Federal  regulations. 

CAUTION 

More  restrictive  regulations  may  apply  to  National  Wildlife 
Refuges  open  to  public  hunting,  For  additional  information  on 
Federal  regulations,  contact  Special  Agents-in-Charge,  U.S.
